Who 
can say that he did not beileve he was 
shaking off the sneers of those Imagined 
enemies and delivering the woman of his 
love from the hated influence of those 
who looked askance at him? 


A NEW LIGHT SHINES.

And the foregoing passages are but a 
few he marked in which mention is made 
of light. In his fallure to measure up to 
a mental standard capable of atrain and 
the bearing of burdens that affected his 
moral nature, just as children do before 
the progress of nature has taught them 
to adapt themselves to surroundings 
rather than to adapt things to their 
needs, he struck at the source of his 
trouble. His dull brain was over-taut; 
a man of strength would have left the 
neighborhood, turned to another young 
woman, or Slain himself. Lee killed the 
woman he loved; hig Porrles fled. There 
is no more scorning by others, no sneer- 
ing, no refusals to walk from church. 

For him a new light shines. He {is 
freed from thinking of the entangling 
situations and conditions he cannot fully 
grasp. Light! And straightway he turns 
to his Bible and wherever light shines, 
by sun, moon or stars, he marks it as 
his Own.

On the Gallows He Advised All 
Young Men Te Read Their 
Bibles and Pray—Father of 
Murdered? Girl Wit- 
nessed Bxecution. 


Millard Lee, who murdered Lila May 
Suttles on Sunday, May 25, 1902, in Wes- 
ley. chapel, near Ben Hill, was hanged 
yesterday morning at 1! o’clock. Thir- 
teen minutes later he was pronounced 
dead by Dr. W. C. Fisher, county physi- 
Clan. 

The condemned man was led into the 
execution room from an adjoining death 
cell shortly before |! o'clock. He was 
supported on either side by J. L. Pea- 
cock and Steve Greer, members of the 
death watch. Sverything was in readi- 
ness and Sheriff Nelms began feading the 
death warrant as soon as the noose was 
about Lee’s neck. While the sheriff read 
the final instructions in a voice filled with 
emotion, Lee. smi..J, moving his droop- 
ing head from right to left, his eygs 
closed. It was a& vacant, meaningless 
smile, lending incongruity to the already 
disagreeable execution of the law. 

Lee's hands and feet were tied by As- 
sistant Jailer Comstock, and Jailer Fain 
held the black cap ready to put in plate 
at the sheriff's signal. 

The sheriff put the customary question. 
Did Lee have anything he wished to say” 
The response was so slow that those about 
thought the question would Be repeater. 
Dr. J. M. Suttles, the father of the mur- 
dered girl, half turned away from the 
gallows. Lee raised his head slightly and 
opened his eyes and sajd: 

“All I have to say is, young men, read 
your Bibles and pray and believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Tee smiled stupidly and towered his 
head. The sheriff asked him if he had 
anything else to say. Lee shook his head 
and Sheriff Nelms signed to Jailer Fain, 
who put the black cap in place. He did 
not tremble; he was doing his duty. 
though the condemned man was the son 
of a neighbor, and was a young man 
well known to the jaller. 

“May God have merey on your soul.” 
said the sheriff, and touched the trap trig- 


—- 


ger. The body of Lee fell to the end 
of the rope, and he drew his knees up, 
straightened his legs and in thirteen min- 
utes was dead. Assisting Dr. Fisher were 
Drs. C. R. Andrews, J. F. Freeman and 
G. D. Blackwell. 

The body was then cut down and placed 
in ‘the nands of Hiiburn & Poole, under- 
takers. 

Lee Meets His Father. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Lee's father was carried into his 
son's gell. The father broke down and 
wept piteously. Lee smiled and tried to 
comfort his father. 

“I cannot cry,’ said Lee to his father. 
“T am past that. I wanted to die and 
now that.it seems I am going to be hang- 
ed, I welcome it.’ 

“Are you ready to die? 
clled in the faith?’ 


Are vou recon- 
tremulously asked the 


old man. 
“Yes,”’ replied Lee, and he laughed 
quietly. “I am ready to die and 1 be- 


lieve that J will go straight to heaven. 
I am at peace with God. The bright light 
is shining—the same light that has been 
shining ever since I got rid of my bur- 
den.’’ 

“I am gilad,’’ wept the father. “Ir 7 
did net feel you are dying with grace in 
your soul this would kill me—kil! me.”

To Mra, Fain, the wife of the jailer. he 
said early yesterday morning: : 

“I know that the Lord will help me 
and that he wil} not let me hang today. 
I know He will—I feel He wij.” e 

Tenderly, aS only &@ Woman can, Mrs 
Fain told Lee not to hope, that the time 
for hoping was past; but, instead, to 
prepare for his coming death, 

“Well,” replied the condemned man, -] 
am ready to die, and if He doesn't in- 
tervene [ shall welcome death just the 
same. Read to me from my Bible.” 

And Mrs. Fain read to Lee the com- 
forting words of her own gelection aa 
well as some of the many marked pass- 
uges Lee delighted to hegy. 

Execution Long Delayed.

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MILK MUCH CLEANER; 
DAIRIES ARE VERY DIRTY 


Rate of Infant Mortality Is Reduced Seventy Per 
Cent by Milk Crusade, Declares Dr. Hynds. 
Beuchler Finds Dairies Are Unclean. 


A decrease of 70 per cent in the infant 
mortality of Atlanta has resulted from 
the efforts made by officers of the health 
department to obtain a purer grade of 
milk for Atlanta and from the exposures 
made by The Constitution of the condl- 
tion of the milk sold in this city. 

The report of Dr. Robert Hynds, assist- 
ant city bacteriologist and chemist, was 
made to the board of health during the 
meeting of yesterday afternoon, He re- 


ported that of the 152 samples of milk | 


submitted to him during the month, 78 
had been found to be clean, 52 were in 
fair condition and 22 were dirty. 

“The records show 70 per cent decrease

M'KINLEY MADE PEACE: 
RUOSEVELT MAKES HATE 


In Strong Speech Maryland Senator 
Warns Roosevelt That Whites 
Intend To Dominate United 
States—Predicts Defeat 
of Republicans. 


Baltimore, October 30.—At a democratic 
mass meeting held tonight at the close 
of the campaign, speeches were made by 
Edwin Warfield, the candidate for goy- 
ernor, and a number of leading demo- 
crats, including United States Senator A. 
P. Gorman, An immense crowd was pres- 
ent and the speaking was preceded by 
stereopticon views illustrating the asso- 
ciation of white and negro delegates at 
the late republicag convention. The im- 
portant address of the evening was that 
of Senator Gorman, who in addition to 
his advocacy of the state ticket and his 
excoriation of the republicans, referred 
to President Roosevelt and the race issue 
as follows: 


Gorman on Roosevelt. 

“I have @ great respect for the prest- 
dent, He ought not to be lightly or un- 
justly criticised. But lovers of liberty 
must enter their earnest protest when- 
ever high officers of the government ex- 
ercise powers or commit acts which tend 
to restrict the rights of the people or 
unduly interfere in matters of state con- 
cern. 

“President Roosevelt is a man of fine 
attainments and of honest convictions. 
He ig young in years, impulsive, ambi- 
tious, is a partisan and believes in his 
party. In his anxiety for its success, he 
is lable to make mistakes, and, In my | 
judgment, he has committed 9 most 
grievous error in forcing to the front an 
issue which must be deplored by alj the 
conservative men of the country. 

“In every country where the race issue _ 
has risen it has always carried in ‘its 
wake lamentable results and has been 
attended by evil consequences. ] trust 
his earnestness and impetuosity may be 
restrained and that he may be pre- 
vailed upon to accept wiser counsel in 
his treatment of ‘the negro problem. ) 


“From the day aecargo of 
Africans was landed and sold as 
slaves until this hour, the  bur- 


den of the white men of this country 
has been greater than that borne by any 
people known to history. It was one of 
the causes which led to a most gigantic 
war, which drenched the country in 
blood, destroying fair homes and impov- 
erishing a gallant people. 

‘Immediately after the close of the war 
came the adoption of the fourtenth and 
fifteenth amendments, which enfranchis- 
ed the blacks for party purposes ajone, 
and thus injected into the body politic a 
people unprepared and unfitted for self- 
government. 


White Race Will Dominate. 

“The Anglo-Saxon has never, and 
will never, tolerate the social equal- 
ity or the political domination of the 
negro race. The south has passed 
through scenes of turbulence and dis- 
order and rape and riot. By amend- 
ments to state constitutions and by 
legislation the whites have secured 
control, for time being, of their 
own local governments, and the col- 
ored race is no longer a political fac- 
tor in any state south of the Potomac. 

‘For more than thirty years this 
question has aroused sectional feel- 
ing and divided parties. It has 
threatened the peace of the statem@, 
put in jeopardy homes and paralyzed 
industrial efforts. All thoughtful 
men realize that this canker upon 
the body politic must be eliminated 
and the supremacy of white govern- 
ment assured. 


“In 1896 William McKinley was elected 
president of the United States. During 
his service in congress he had favored 
the most drastic legislation proposed by 
his party in their efforts to enforce the 
constitutional provisions. As president 
of the United States he realized the re- 
sponsibilities of his exalted position. He 
began his term when the country was 
emerging from the throes of a great 
commercial panic. Al] the business In- 
terests of the north were depvessed—the 
wheels of industry were scarcely revoly- 
ing. The south was struggling with its 
negro problem; its flelds but half cultiva 
-ted; its manufactures at the lowest ebb: 
its mines and forests undeveloped. These 
conditions were principally due to the 
great pall that hung over that section 
and made development and progress im- 
possible. 

“While President McKinley kept 
his party obligations as fully as any 
man, he ceased making partisan war 
upon the people of the south. But 
that people removed, at least tempo- 
rarily, the incubus that oppressed 


‘them. The action of the states was 
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sustained by the courts and confi- 
dence was restored. The old and 
young men of the south took on new 
life. Development and progress re- 
sulted both north and south, until 
the stream of prosperity and enter- 
prise was flowing from one end of 
the land to the other. 


McKinley Killed Sectionalism.

The gun had been fired by means of 
the trigger catching on a nail on (top 
of a feed box. Two nails had peen 
driven in the box on which to hang 
sacks, and it is supposed that Mr. Cary 
laid his gun down on these nails un- 
thinkingly and that seeing a rat he 
jerked the gun up quickly, the trigger 
striking against one of the nalis and 
causing the weapon to be discharged. 

Mr. Cary is survived by his wife and 
two daughters.

Other officers were elected as follows: 

Craig, of Denver, head of te Colo- 
rado state and Denver citizens’ alliance, 
first vice president; J. T. Hoile, of the 
Manufacturers’ Association of New York, 
third vice president; A, S. Rosencranz, of 
the citizens’ alliance, Evansville, Ind., 
treasurer. 

A convention of the association will. be 
held in Indianapolis next February. 

It was deciced that all members of the 
association shall pay an initiation fee of 
$25 to $100, and all members chall pay 
dues at 50 cents per annum per employ- 
ing members; the amount in no case to be 
less than $!0 nor greater than $200 per 
annum. 

Resolutions were then adopted. They

Montgomery, Ala., October 30,—(Spe- 
cial.)—A double hanging took place to- 
day at Laverne. 

Lon Shaw and Jim Chambers, two ne- 
groes, convicted of the murder of Wil- 
liamson Champion, were hanged in the 
presence of 5,000 people. The negroes 
sang and prayed all the way to the gal- 
lows. After singing and prayer by the 
preachers, Lon Shaw made tne following 
statement: ; 

“I am ready to die. You all want to 
know the truth. False witnesses con- 
victed me. I killed him in the woods 
about my wife. It has been reported 
that I killed him with an ax; I shot him 
with a single-barreled shotgun.” 

At this time Lon said: 

“Mr Tatum (deputy sheriff), scratch 
my left cheek, something is biting me. 
You al] know Lonnie Shaw; this is he. 
I killed Williamson Champion by myse't. 
Bod Bedsole said that when he came [to 
my house Williamson Champion was un- 
der my bed. That fs so. I killed him in 
the woods, tied a reck arouna his neck 
and put his body in the creek. Jim 
Chambers is innocent.” 

Jim Chambers said: 

“Oh, me! I have got to die. I am in- 
nocent. I know nothing about the man 
that is dead. I am ready to die. I hope 
I will meet you in heaven. I am willing 
to go. I believe the Lord has answered 
my prayers. I want to speak to Mr. 
Shaw (sheriff). Mr. Shaw, I am an inno- 
cent man.

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PARKS DOOMED 


TO STATE PRISON 


Walking Delegate Is Again 
Convicted of Extortion, 


——_ 


It Took the Jury Just Twelve Min- 
utes To Agree on the Guilt of 
Parks—Parks Glared at Ju- 
rors When the Verdict 
Was Announced. 


New York, October 30.—For the second 
time within two months Samuel J. Parks, 
walking delegate of Housesmiths and 
Bridgemen’s Union, local No. 2, was con- 
victed of the crime of extortion in the 
court of general sessions this afternoon. 
It took the jury just twelve minutes dur- 
ing which time they took two ballots to 
agree on the guilt of Parks in extorting 
$500 from the Tiffany studios, a firm of 
contractors, under threat of keeping them 
from continuing work on buildings last 
January. 

It was shown at the trial that Parks 
had obtained $500 from the Tiffany firm 
as an “initiation fee” last January when 
the Housesmiths and Bridgemen were on 
strike at three of the Tiffany contracts 
In this city. Parks claimed that this 
money was a fine levied by his union. 
Later the fact developed that Parks had 
been disloyal to the union inasmuch as he 
permitted the Tiffany firm to employ 
non-union men on concern jobs After 
having received the $500. This accusation 
was not denied by the defendant or his 
counsel durnie the trial, but the latter 
contended that Parks had given the 
money to the treasurer of his organiza- 
tion and that the entire transaction was 4 
business deal, which, instead of being a 
crfme offered considerable buginess ad- 


vantage’ to the firm which paid the 
money. 
In ths charge Judge Newberger said 


that it made no difference what disposi- 
tlon Parks made of the money after he 
had obtained it from the representatives 
of the Tiffany firm, if in the belief of 
the jurymen he had obtained it under a 
threat direct or implied, as that fact 
would constitute extortion, the crime 
charged against the prisoner. 

When the jury was polled and the ver- 
dict rendered Parks glared at the jury- 
men with the same lock of deftfAnce which 
he maintained during this, as well as his 
previous tria) 

He was remanded for sentence a week 
hence. Parks now awaiting the de- 
cision of the higher courts on a writ of 
error, having been sentenced after his 
first trial to a term of not less than two 
and a half nor more than three and a 
half years in Sing Sing prison. 

The charge on which his former convic- 
tion was secured also was extortion.

Question cf Charges by Telegraph 
Companies Taken Up by the 
Railroad Commission. 

A number of matters, few of them be- 
ing of any general interest, were consid- 
ered by the railroad commission at a 
meeting yesterday, put no’ action was 
taken by the commission in any Case. 
Representatives of the Western Union 
and Posta} telegraph companies were he- 
fore the commission to discuss ‘the 
charges made for delivering messages, in 
cities, the commission having under con- 
sideration a promulgation of rules in 

these matters. 

The telegraph companies now charge in 
cities of from 6,000 to 10,000 inhabitants 
nothing for the first half mile a message 
is carried, but ask !5 cents for the mile 
or fraction thereof after the first half 
mile and 10 cents for an additiona!] mile 
or fraction thereof. The rule is the same 
in cities of 10,000 or Over except that 
no charge is made for the first mile in- 
stead of the first half mile. 

The purpose of the hearing before the 
commission yesterday was to determine 
the justice and propriety of these charges. 
The commission will take under consid- 
eration the representations -made by the 
telegraph company and may draw up 
rules of ita own to cover these cases.

TEARING AWAY 
CENTRAL DEPOT 


Work on New Passenger Sta- 
tion and Other News of 
Railroads, 


——-- 


The old freight depot of the Centra! 
of Georgia railway is rapidly being torn 
down, to make way for thé new union 
passenger depot. 


The work of pulling down the builé- 
ing Was started Saturday last, and a 
large part of the front walls have been 
razed. The force of men employed in the 
task is at the scene early and late, 
and it will be only a few davs before the 
sreund will be turned over to the con- 
tractors who will erect the new sta- 
tion. 


rhe the Central is at 
present occupying temporary quarters in 
the rear of the old freight depot, that 
portion not having yet been reached by 
the workmen. It js the intention “of the 
railroad men to remain there until the 
new freight depot is sufficiently near com- 
pletion to allow them to move into that 
building. This will be within a week or 
So, as the walls and part of the roof of 
the new depot are already finished, and 
the remaining parts are being pushed to 
completion with all the speed possible. 

When that part of the old depot now 
Standing is torn down, there will be 
nothing in the Way of the workmen who 
afe to grade and prepare the site of the 
fine passenger station. and they wil] at 
once begin to establish the grades out- 
lined by the surveyors some time since. 
This will require but a short time, and 
with the finishing of the preparation of 
the site will come the actual work of 
building the great structure to which At- 
lanta, «the roads and the people of the 
State have looked forward to for such a 
long time. 

Within one year from the beginning of 
the work of construction, it is stated by 
the terminal company, the new station 
will stand completed, and the trains will 
be running into it. 


Want To Ride on Passes. 


Railroad men of long experience state 
that the prime cause of the early dis- 
missal of 80 many promising young mén 
who secure positions with the various 
reads is the burning desire evinced by 
these neophytes to ride on passes. 

According to many of the best known 
men in the business, as soon as the aver- 
age young man becomes connected with 
a railroad in.the capacity of pencifl-sharp- 
ener to the fifth clerk of the trash-moving 
department, he begins to feel that the 
president of the line owes him sOmething 
like 630 free rides over the system. He 
works one day and three hours, and then 
walks into the office of the chief clerk 
and requests that individual to ‘“‘see the 
old man aout his going on a little tap 
next week.” The chief clerk does as he 
is asked. He gees the “old man.” The 
result is, probably, that the new clerk 
gets the pass. But he gets much more 
than this. He earns by that simpie opera- 
tion the full and free right to roam all 
over the United States, with the permis- 
sion of his superior officers. They do not 
need him any more in the office, and it is 
only a matter of a short time, they say, 
before this fact is made to appear in 
Greek fire colors to the young man. 

Nothing, say the railroad men, makes a 
worse impresgion on the employer of a 
new clerk than for him to begin at once 
asking for passes for himself and all of 
his kin. Railroads give passes with re- 
luctance in almost all instances. This is 
known to all older employees, and they 
are chazy of requesting any free rides, 
and when the fresh young man walks in 
and demands what his older companions 
fear to ask for there is nearly always 
something doing in the way of a vacan- 
cy in that. office in a short time. The 
pass microbe infests all human breasts, 
in the opinion of railroaders, to a more 
or less degree, and has to be put up with 
at times; but they do draw the line 
when their own men begin to worry them 
about free transportation.

PENSION REPORT 
MADE FOR 1904 


Estimated Increase About $6,- 
000 Over 1903 


Payments Will Still Be $8,840 Less 
Than the Appropriation for the 
Year—Increase Has Been 
Slightly Greater Than 
the Deaths. 


The appropriations for the pensions for 
the year 1904 exceed the estimated pay- 
ments in three classes by $30,320, but 
in the indigent widows’ class there fe an 
estimated deficit of $21,480, according 
to the report of Pension Commissioner J. 
W. Lindsey, filed yesterday with Gov- 
ernor Terrell. 

According to the report the estimated 
payments for 1904 are $5,049 greater 
than the actual payments for the year 
1903, but the total] estimated payments 
are less than the whole appropriation 
for the vear by $8,840.

‘“It is also a matter of satisfaction to 
the committee that for qgnother year the 
practica] use of the park by the govern- 
ment has continued by maintaining the 
field camp of the Seventh cavalry in its 
limits. In view of the wild reports of the 
unhealthfulness of the park which gained 
eurrency during the war with Spain, ft 
is proper to say that the health of the 
soldiers camped there and of the park 
force and its laborers has continued ex- 
ceptionally good. The water throughout 
the park has roved excellent and 
an abundant supply has been secured for 
the encampments and the new post from 
flowing wells. The states of New York 
Maryland, Ohio and Iowa are preparing 
to erect state monuments du the 
coming season, for each of which liberal 
appropriations have been made by the
